Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Furthermore, although the reference employs two 
antennas, Claim 11 recites, "a tag comprises". When "comprises" is used in a claim preamble, it may imply more than one antennas or 
more structure recited. Simply reciting sole or single does not preclude other antenna elements in the tag because lines 4-5 of Claim 1 1 , 
recite, "a sole single loop antenna formed on a surface of the first insulating support." That is exactly what is shown in the reference. The 
tag may have more antenna elements because of the use "comprising". Since the claim states there is an antenna on the surface of the 
support, the language is met by the reference because there is only a single, sole antenna on that one surface of the support. 
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
